BERLIN, Dec. 19 (Official 
radio received by AP).—Jap- 
anese troops have occupied the 
city of Victoria, chief settle- 
ment of Hongkong, a German 

_ broadcast said tonight, quoting 


®, Tokyo reports. 


The broadcast said most of 
the island was in Japanese 
hands and that British troops 
had withdrawn to Victoria 
Hill, which towers almost 2000 
feet above Victoria and is the 
site of the Governor’s resi- 
dence. 


LONDON, Dee. 19 (AP).— 
British sources acknowledged 
tonight they have been out of 
communication with Hongkong 
since early this morning and 
eannot tell what, if any, new 
progress the Japanese have 
made in their assault on the 


British crown colony. 

Reuters, British news agency, 
announced receipt of a German 
broadcast of a Tokyo dispatch ac- 
knowledging that the British still 


held key positions on Hongkong 
Island. The dispatch was received 
shortly after 11 a. m. (St. Louis 
time) or 1 a. m., Saturday, Hong- 
kong time. 

Earlier, the British reported that 
the Japanese had landed in con- 
siderable force on the island but 
said the defense garrison was hol 
ing part of the colony. * 

Heavy Fighting. — 

There was heavy fighting and 
the British position was admittedly 
grave. 

The new 6079-ton Swedish motor- 
thip freighter Ningpo was reported 
hit by bombs from Japanese planes 
and set afire in Hongkong harbor, 
where it had gone for repairs after 
striking a mine near Singapore.

ENEMY GROUND ACTIVITY 
IN PHILIPPINES INCREASES 


U.S, SUBMARINES SINK 
JAPANESE TRANSPORT AND 
PROBABLY A DESTROYER 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP). 
MERICAN submarines, 
moving into the battle of 
the Far East, have sunk a 

Japanese transport, and prob- 

ably a destroyer, the Navy an- 

nounced last night. 

From Manila, the headquar- 
ters of Admiral Thomas C. 
Hart, commander-in-chief of 
the Far Eastern fleet, had dis- 
closed earlier that two of three 
submarine attacks had been 
successful. 

Neither Admiral Hart nor the 
Navy mentioned the specific 
localities or the identities of the 
ships involved. 

The development was taken 
to mean that an effective be- 
ginning had been made at es- 
tablishing a blockade about 
Japan, intended to snap the 
supply lines to its distant ex- 
peditionary forces, and cut off 
supplies of raw materials and 
food.

“NEVER GOT HOME’ 


Knox Cites This in Saying 
That With Half-Hour’s 
Warning First Could 
Have Been Repelled. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., Dec. 19 (AP). 
—Secretary of the Navy Knox, as- 
serting that 30 minutes’ warning of 
the Japanese attack on Pearl Har- 
bor would have made “all the dif- 
ference in the world,” disclosed to- 
day that the third and final wave 
of enemy bombers met such a 
devastating barrage that it turned 
away without hitting a single ob- 
jective. 

Speaking at graduation exercises 
for the Naval Academy’s class of 
1942, Knox said Japan’s assault was 
a “damning account of infamous 
treachery” such as “was never re- 
corded in the history of the world.” 

“There is no question at all, in 
the light of what transpired,” he 
said, “that half an hour’s warning 
of the approach of the Japanese 
planes would have made all the 
difference in the world. 

Denial by Hull. 

In Washington, Secretary of 
State Hull denied today reports 
that the State Department had 
asked for a suspension of naval 
patrols around Hawaii during 
Hull’s negotiations with Japanese 
envoys. In biting language, Hull 
declared there was not a shred 
of truth in the report. 

The State Department has not 
conferred with the Navy Depart-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP).— 
The War Department announced 
today “there was a marked in- 
crease in enemy air and ground 
activities” in the Philippine area 
during the last 24 hours. 

“There was heavy bombing over 
Manila and over the city of Iloilo 
on the island of Panay, south of 
Luzon,” the communique said. 

A. short time later, the. Navy 
Department announced two new 
Japanese aerial attacks on Wake 
Island, about. half way between 
Hawaii and the Philippines, where 
a small band of United States Ma- 


rines have been standing off as- 
saults for nearly two weeks. “The 
first occurred on the night of the 
seventeenth, eighteenth and was 
comparatively light,” the com- 
munique said. “The second was in 
greater force and occurred in the 
forenoon of the nineteenth.” 
“Wake Island continues to coun- 
ter these blows,” the Navy's com- 


MANILA, Dec. 19 (AP).—Two 
waves of Japanese bombers, fly- 
ing at 30,000 feet, flew over the 
vital naval base at Cavite, in 
Manila Bay, in less than two hours 
today in short, quick thrusts and 
the first left a giant column of 
smoke billowing in the sky. 

A communique issued by the 
United States Far Eastern com- 
mand said no reports of bombing 
by the second wave of planes had 
been received at 4:20 p. m. (1:20 
a. m. St. Louis time), nearly three 
hours after the raiders flew over. 

The Far Eastern command also 
announced that “military objec- 
tives” in the vicinity of Tarlac 
Province, northwest of Manila on 
Luzon Island, were bombed Thurs- 
day afternoon by a small number 
of Japanese planes. No American 
aircraft took to the air when the 
high-flying planes roared over. 
The Japanese maintained an un- 
broken formation and flew straight 
over the target. 

The afternoon communique said 
24 planes were in the first group, 
which raided Cavite. Nine were 
in the second group, which caused 
an alarm in Manila about 1:30 
p. m., the second for the day. 

About an hour before the first 
alarm, which came at 12:35 p. m., 
Army headquarters announced that 
“there has been no enemy activity 
this morning.”

White House grounds. For Mrs. 
Roosevelt it means a round of 
Christmas basket parties. For both 
it means a White House office 
staff reception, church on Christ- 
mas day, turkey and seeing what 
Santa brought. 

The White House Christmas tree, 
this year glittering with red, white 
and blue lights (if there isn’t a 
blackout), will be set up within 
the grounds instead of on the el- 
lipse—the park midway between 
the Executive Mansion and the 


Washington Monument—as in the 


past. 
Last year Roosevelt told his 


audience at the tree-lighting cere- 
mony that “if we are all here” he 
wanted the folks to sing around a 
tree on the White House grounds. 

In anticipation of this a tall 


spruce was planted on the south 


lawn, and those in charge of the 
community Christmas tree celebra- 
tion say they have word to g0 
ahead and decorate it. 

Also they report that the invi- 
tation to see the President light 
the ‘tree and hear him deliver the 
Yuletide message to the nation— 
and to the world by short wave— 
still stands. The President is to 
speak from the south portico at 
5:11 p. m. (4:11 St. Louis time),

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Half 
a dozen governmental agencies 
will be moved to the Middle West 
to give office space in Washington 
for the war program, President 
Roosevelt said today. 

The President told his press con- 


ference that somebody’s got to 
be moved, regardless of the tem- 
porary hardships, An undisclosed! 
number of non-defense agencies 
selected for transfer, he continued, 
would be scattered throughout the 
whole country, some in the Mid- 
die West, some in the Southern 
states and some in New York. 

He declined to name-.a singlé 
agency under consideration, ex- 
plaining that if he did so there 
would be a concentrated drive on 
him and on Congress to have that 
agency retained in Washington, 

List to Be Prepared. 

By next week, the President 
said, he hoped to have a short list 
of agencies which can be moved. 
He disclosed that from a. long list 
prepared some time ago a number 
had already been eliminated. From 
this shortened list other agencies 
may be omitted, he said. 

The President’s use of the 
phrase, a half dozen to the Middle 
West, apparently was in a general 
and not specific sense. He in- 
dicated that no selections had as 
yet been made. 

For the last year there have 
been sporadic attempts by Middle 
Western cities, notably St. Louis 
‘and Chicago, to have some of the 
larger agencies, such as the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission and 
the Veteran’s Administration, 
moved. Representatives Cochran

SINGAPORE, Dec, 19 (AP). — 
The Japanese drive in Northern 
Malaya has come to a halt, the 
British announced today, but the 
rich island settlement of Penang, 
outflanked by the Japanese on the 
mainland, has been abandoned by 
its British defenders. 

Presumably the withdrawal of 
the garrison from Penang, leaving 
.its 108 square miles.and mixed 
| population of 240,000 to Japanese 
domination, was Undertaken while 
the Japanese were thrusting their 
spearliead about 100 miles south 


into Northwestern Malaya, Penang 
fafiked second to Singapore as a 
Malayan defense base. 

The garrison, of unspecified 
strength, was removed without loss 
to another zone of defense, possibly 
the Krian River line where the 
British hope to halt the Japanese 
for .good some 300 miles from 
Singapore. 

All equipment also was with- 
drawn and Penang now is deserted 
by Europeans with the exception 
of two British doctors. ⸗ 

R. A. F. Reconnaissance. 

This afternoon’s communique of 
the combined British commands re- 
ported continued opposition to 
Japanese thrusts in Northern Ma- 
laya and said that the Royal Air 
Force had carried out reconnais- 
sance flights over “enemy terri- 
tory” in the Timor’ Sea, between 
the island of Timor and Australia. 

The Portuguese half of Timor, 
where the Japanese had an air 
station, was occupied yesterday by 
Dutch and Australian forces. 

The Allied force in Timor has 
interned all Japanese subjects, 
Aneta, Dutch neWs agency, re- 
ported. 

An earlier British communique 
said that the Japanese in Malaya 
seemed have been stopped by ex- 
haustion and heavy casualties. 

New Thrust Expected. 

A communique said that the 
night was quiet all along the North- 
ern Malayan front and that the 
Japanese had been inactive for 24 
bours. 

But well-informed sources here 
expected a new thrust from the 
northwest across the -Krian River 
when the Japanese have rested and 
reinforced their spearhead, this 
probably to be paralleled by a 
push from Grik, 18 miles within 


ae the border with Thailand. 


The chief immediate objective of 
the Japanese probably is Ipoh, the

CAIRO, Dec. 19 (AP).—British 
forces driving on the heels of the 
Axis’ broken, retreating army in 
Libya have captured the Derna 
airport and are exerting remorse- 
less pressure on the enemy, Brit- 


ish headquarters announced today. : 


The new, swift gains west of the 
Gazala tank battleground.put the 
British about. 195. miles deep into 
Libya at the start of the second 
month of the westward push from 
the Egyptian frontier and marked 
a decided acceleration in pace from 
the early, hard-won advances. 

Capture of the airport indicated 
that British forces at Tmimi had 
branched, one column cutting about 
40 miles southwest on the Mekili 
road and the other about 35 miles 
northwest toward the port of 
Derna. Mekili is 40 miles south of 
Derna. 

Axis Still Holds Derna. 

Although Derna airport was in 
British hands last night, the com- 
munique said, the port itself still 
was Axis-held and the enemy still 
had troops in the Mekili area. 

A flanking operation “around 
and beyond Mekili” was in prog- 
ress, the communique added. 

(A military commentator in Lon- 
don said the British had captured 
Gazala and were advancing “in all 
directions” west and north of Me- 
kili, while Axis forces were with-

TUNIS, French Tunisia, Dec. 15 
(Delayed) (AP)..— Approximately ' 
5000 Italian seamen lost their lives 
Dec. 12 when British naval units 
sank two Italian cruisers, a de- 
stroyer and three transports off 
the Tunisian town of Kelibia on 
Cape Bon. 

About 1000 Italians were rescued 
and are being treated for burns 
and other injuries in cities along 
the Tunisian coast. 

The Italian cruisers sunk were 
the 5000-ton Guissano and Al- 
berico da Barbiano which normally 
carried complements totaling 1000 
men. 

The attack was said to have oc- 
curred at midnight.

Compromise Accepted Aft- 
er House Votes 21 as 
Minimum Age and Sen- 
ate 19 — Enrollment 
Plans Ready. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 
(AP).—The Senate passed and 
sent to the White House today 
legislation requiring the regis- 
tration of all men 18 through 
64 years old, and making those 
20 through 44 subject to com- 
pulsory military service. 

The chamber adopted a com- 
promise conference report, prev- 
iously approved by the House, 
which fixed the minimum age for 
active service at 20 instead of the 
19 previously set by the Senate 
and the 21 figure which the House 
had voted, 

Administration Support. 

Administration leaders had en- 
couraged the compromise 20-year 
proposal. 

In the compromise version the 
House accepted other minor Senate 


amendments to the bill, including - 


a provision for the payment of 
$5000 to qualified survivors of all 
men who have died while on ac- 
tive duty with the military forces 
since last Oct, 8 This proposal 
was sponsored by Senator Clark 
(Dem.), Missouri. 

Both chambers agreed to expand 
the present upper age limit for 
military service to take in men 
through 44 years, rather than 
through 35. 

Brig. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, 
Selective Service Director, has said 
that final passage would be the 
signal for prompt enrollment of 
men heretofore exempt from reg- 
istration. 

In a memorandum read to the 
Senate, Gen. Hershey said his of- 
fice already was making prepara- 
tion to enroll and classify the ad- 
ditional men, 

Secretary of War Stimson told 
reporters yesterday that the Army 
soon would depend entirely on se- 
lective service t pand its forces 
to the greatest \strength needed. 
Voluntary enlistments will be halt- 
ed as soon as “the present rush 
subsides,” he said. 

Senate Vote 79 to 2. 

The Senate approved the legis- 
lation by a vote of 79 to 2 yester- 
day after six hours of debate, with 
only Senators Downey (Dem.), Cal- 
ifornia, and Johnson (Rep.),. Cati- 
fornia, opposing it on the final 
roll call. 

Downey led a. fight to send the 
bill back to the Military AffAirs 
Committee for revision, but with-

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NEW ADVANCES 

ON FLANKS MADE 
BY REDS IN TULA 
KALINN SECTORS 


Total of 338 Communities 
Claimed in Two Days— 
Thrust at Center of Nazi 
Line Now 60 Miles From 
Capital. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 19 (AP).—Red 
Army divisions striking from the 
wings of the Moscow defense arc 
were reported today to have recap- 
tured 138 villages in new opera- 
tions of the 17-day-old counterof- 
fensive on the central front. 

Germans falling back “in west- 
ern and southwestern directions” 
from the Tula area yielded 120 
towns yesterday, the Communist 
Party newspaper Pravda said, and 
18 were recaptured southwest of 
Kalinin despite stubborn rearguard 


resistance. 
Tula lies 100 miles south of Mos- 
cow; Kalinin 95 miles northwest of 


the capital. 

(The British radio said “Reports 
from Helsinki say that all German 
troops have been withdrawn from 


Finland in a great hurry,” this fol- 
lowing claim that. Finnish lines 


had been broken between Lakes 
Onega and Ladoga by a Red Army 
drive in the vicinity of the Lenin- 
grad-Murmansk Railway.) 


Fighting West of Moscow, 


The Red Army continued its 
pressure against the Germans all 
along the Moscow front. In the 
center, where the Russians an- 
nounced yesterday they had recap- 
tured 200 communities, Pravda 
said: 

“Our advance units already have 
reached the approaches of Ruza 
(60 miles due west of Moscow) and 
fighting is in progress at outskirts 
of the town.” 

Seven German divisions in the 
Mozhaisk sector south of Ruza 
were said to have put up stiff re- 
sistance, but Pravda declared that 
“the rate of our offensive is grow- 
ing noticeably.” Mozhaisk is 57 
miles west of the capital. 

Soviet flyers on the Leningrad 
front claimed destruction of four 
German railway trains, about 200 
trucks and about 1000 officers and 
men killed or dispersed.

The United States, it was learned, 
will continue to permit trade with 
the French possessions in the 
Caribbean; in. turn, the French 
pledged they would take no action 
detrimental to this nation’s inter- 
ests. 

Dispatches from Fort de France 
quoted Admiral Robert as announc- 
ing that President Roosevelt had 
sent personal assurances that the 
French territories would not be at- 
tacked. 

Under an agreement reached a 
year ago, the United States has 
permitted one ship a week to sail 
from an American port with food- 
stuffs and other normal! civilian re- 
quirements for Martinique, and to- 
day’s accord will continue that ar- 
rangement. . 

The supplies for Martinique are 
paid for with French funds 
“frozen” by the Treasury when 
France was defeated by Germany. 

A number of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives have proposed that the 
United States, acting in collabora- 
tion with the other American Re- 
publics, take over Martinique lest 
the Vichy Government be forced to 
hand it over to Nazi Germany.

jurisdiction of the police force, he

Pumping stations, reservoirs, 
power lines, and the small arms 
ammunition plant also will require 
municipal guards, the Mayor said. 
Flood lights and barbed wire 
fences will have to be provided, he 
added, but this would reduce the 
number of guards otherwise re- 
quired. 

Making his first appearance be- 
fore the Aldermen in formal ses- 
sion since he took office last April, 
Mayor Becker thanked them for 
holding special meetings to expe- 
dite action on important defense 
measures. 

He was vigorously applauded 
when he told the board: “In the 
past the welfare of your com- 
munity has been your sole guiding 
star. Now let your sole guiding 
star be the defense of your coun- 
try and the winning of this war.” 

$50,000 Voted. 

The Aldermen adopted unani- 
mously an ordinance appropriating 
$50,000 for the civilian defense pro- 
gram. It carries an emergency 
clause and will take effect when 
signed by the Mayor. 

An ordinance authorizing the 
city to lease 206 acres adjoining 
Lambert Field and appropriating 
$4981 for the first year’s lease 
also was passed. The land will be 
used to lengthen runways and ex- 
pand other facilities. The city will 
take an option to purchase the 
land at $1000 an acré. 

A resolution asking that the 
personnel of the Fire Department 
be increased from its present 
strength of 850 uniformed men to 
the level of 971 provided by or- 
dinance was adopted immediately.

ARTHUR NAMED 
BY PRESIDENT AS 
A FULL ENERAL 


16 Other Advancements in 
Army One in Navy in 
Roosevelt’s Latest Nom- 
inations. 


WASHINGTUN, Dec. 19 (AP).— 
Lieut. Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
commander of the United States 


Army in the Far East, was nomi- 
nated by President Roosevelt to- 
day to be a full General. 
Gen. MacArthur, former chief 
of staff of the Army, retired with 
the rank of General and then went 
to the Philippines to take charge 
of building up the island defenses. 
He was summoned back to active 
duty by President Roosevelt when 
the Japanese situation became 
acute several months ago and 
placed in charge of the Far East- 
ern army command, into which all 
Philippine forces were inducted. 
The President also nominated 
four Brigadier Generals to be 
Major Generals, 12 Colonels to be 
Brigadier Generals, and Capt. John 
F. Shafroth Jr., to be a Rear Ad- 
miral in the Navy. 

Second Full General. 
Gen. MacArthur would be the 
second of his rank in the Army. 
Gen. George C. Marshall, chief of 
staff, likewise is a full general, 
The Army promotions, officials 
explained, were for the purpose of 
providing commanders for Philip- 
pine Commonwealth troops which 
are rapidly being mobilized and 
all are temporary advancements. 
The War Department said: 
“These officers have demonstrat- 
ed their leadership in the field 
and are at present exercising com- 
bat command appropriate to the 
rank to which they are being ad- 
vanced. In addition to the American 
officers promoted, President Que- 
zon, on the recommendation of 
Gen. MacArthur, is advancing to 
the rank of Brigadier General of- 
ficers of the Philippine Army who 
have shown marked command 
ability during the bitter fighting 
which has already taken place on 
Luzon.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP).— 
Laura Ingalls, holder of the wom- 
an’s non-stop speed records for 
flying both ways across the con- 
tinent, is is the District of Colum- 
bia jail on a charge of failing to 
register as a paid agent of the 
German Government. 


Despite her protestation that her 
mission actually was a one-woman 
counterespionage venture, a United 
States Commissioner ordered her 
detained yesterday in lieu of $7500 
bail, 


J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
charged that the 38-year-old flyer 
“rectived a specified salary from 
an agent of the German Reich for 
her efforts in spreading the propa- 
ganda which they furnished her.” 
He added that she frequently visit- 
ed Washington to see Nazi repre- 
sentatives. 

Miss Ingalls contended she mere-. 
ly had “overreached myself” in an 
attempt to obtain from the Ger- 
mans information which she 
thought might be valuable to the 
United States. She told the Com- 
missioner she took orders from no 
one. 

Her arraignment was postponed 
until Dec. 26 to permit her to ob- 
tain legal counsel. 

Miss Ingalls lost her pilot’s cer- 
tificate in September, 1939, after 
she showered the downtown area 
of the capital with peace pam- 


phlets under sponsorship of the 


Women’s National Committee to 
Keep the United States Out of War. 
Some of the pamphlets fell on the 
White House lawn. 

The Civil Aeronautics Authority 
suspended the certificate on the 
ground she had flown through a 
restricted zone and dropped pam- 
phlets without permission of mu- 
nicipal authorities. They reinstat- 
ed her 10 weeks later. 

Miss Ingalls’ transcontinental 
non-stop speed records are New 
York to California, 18 hours 19 
minutes, and California to New 
York, 13 hours 34 minutes.

CONGRESS APPROVES 3-YEAR 
SUGAR CONTROL EXTENSION 


Senate for No Change in Quotas 
an Bill Goes Back to House 
on That Point. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP).— 
The Senate approved today a three- 
year extension of existing sugar 
cotrol legislation, with no change 
in quotas. The measure now goes 
back to the House which approved 
the extension but voted increased 
quotas for mainland cane and beet 
areas. 

Both houses agreed on an in- 
crease in the basic rate of benefit 
payments to producers from 60 to 
80 cents a hundred pounds. Child 
labor regulations would be con- 
tinued. 

Under the House-approved bill, 
passed prior to the outbreak of 
war, basic quotas for mainland beet 
and cane producers would: be in- 
creased about 4 per cent, while 
quotas for Cuba, the Philippines 
and foreign producers would be re-

on the west and Kingshighway on 
the east, have been illegally con- 
verted into rooming houses.

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Subcommittee Approves Licensing of Dealers, 
Subject to Court Suspension; Rejects 
1919-1929 Basis for Farm Products. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP).— 
Senate controversy seemed certain 
today over a price control Dill 
which turned up with a full set of 


enforcement teeth to replace the 
ones previously extracted. by the 
House. 

Given tentative approval by a 
Senate Banking subcommittee yes- 
terday was a measure to. license 
retailers and wholesalers, set up 
a single price administrator, and 
put a tighter rein on farm prices. 

Although final recommendation 
on the farm product price question 
remained for another subcommit- 
tee hearing Jan, 2, the proposal 
aroused Senator Russell (Dem.), 
Georgia, who said a “real fight” 
would be made by “friends of the 
farmer” in both Senate and House. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, balked 
at the plan to center price-fixing 
powers in one man—who presum- 
ably would be Leon Henderson, 
now Price Administrator. Taft 
said he would ask for a board to 
administer the law. 

Clash After Holidays. 
_The clash will not come until 
after the holidays, for Senator 
Brown (Dem.), Michigan, chair- 
man of the subcommittee, said the 
completed draft would not reach 
the Senate floor until Jan, 5. 

The one-man control provision 
superseded a House-approved plan 
for a five-member board. A section 
rejected by the House, providing 
that persons who pay more than 
the legal price for any commodity 
might sue to recover triple the 
overcharge, was restored by the 
Senate subcommittee, 

“We have a much stronger bill 
than the one passed by the House,” 
Brown said, adding that he expect- 
ed the Senate to approve most of 
the provisions, including the licens- 


ing of businesses affected by price 
ceilings. Henderson advocated this 
as the simplest method of price- 
ceiling enforcement. 

Former President Hoover and 
numerous trade groups have op- 
posed any general licensing policy. 
Hoover said the power to suspend 
or revoke licenses would give offi- 
cials a “life and death” control 
over business. 

License Suspension by Courts. 

Senator Brown said he thought 
this danger had been eliminated 
through a provision requiring the 
Price Administrator to file court 
action ty suspend a license to do 
business and limiting this action to 
second-offense cases. 

The House struck all license pro- 
visions from the bill and the Sen- 
ate subcommittee refused a re- 
quest of Henderson for the right 
to act without appealing to courts. 

Protests that House provisions 
covering farm prices would permit 
the cost of living to soar caused 
the Senate subcommittee to revise 
this section of the House measure. 

The House voted to prohibit con- 
trols on farm products until prices 
reached the highest of these three 
alternativeg: Average market 
prices on 1; 110 per cent of 
parity prices determined by the 
Agriculture Department; or mar- 
ket price averages from 1919-29. 

The Senate group accepted the 
Oct. 1 limitation yesterday, but re- 
jected the 1919-29 average. Senator 
Brown said the group was undecid- 
ed about even parity or 110 per 
cent of parity for the second al- 
ternative. 

A parity price is one computed 
to give a farm product the same 
relative purchasing power it had in 
1909-1914. The House approved in- 
creases of 10 per cent above that 
level before controls could apply.

Board of Aldermen Adopts 
Resolution for Commit- 


tee of 7 to Conduct 
Hearings. 


An investigation of the cost of 
smokeless fuels in St. Louis, with 
public hearings, was authorized to- 
day by the Board of Aldermen. 

A resolution instructing the pres- 
ident of the Board, Michael J, 
Hart, to appoint a special com- 
mittee of seven Aldermen to con- 
duct the investigation was adopt- 
ed. It was reported by the commit- 
tee on Resolutions, which has been 
considering three resolutions, each 
offered by a different Alderman, 
proposing some sort of inquiry 
into the matter of supply and cost 
of smokeless fuel. 

The resolution adopted instructs 
the special committee to “inquire 
into matters converning the en- 
tire situation regarding ruel used 
and permitted in the city and the 
prices charged, in order that a 
proper fuel may be had at a 
reasonable and fair price, within 
the reach of all the people.” 

The committee is authorized to 

subpena witnesses and books and 
records, and is instructed to make 
a report to the board, with such 
recommendations for further legis- 
lation as it may consider “wise 
and expedient.” No time was set 
for appointment of the committee 
or beginning of hearings. 
John G. Steinle, superintendent 
of the City Infirmary, announced 
today that the first of a number 
of co-operative distributing sta- 
tions for sale of the best quality 
smokeless coal to the needy at 
cost would be opened within the 
next few days. These stations will 
sell a 60-pound basket of coal for 
about 25 cents. Peddlers charge 
40 to 45 cents a basket. The co- 
operative stations are expected to 
be self-sustaining.

The invaders, achieving their’ 
gains by a series of thrusts by 
small units, using light tanks, have 
yet to break the defense in a ma- 
jor battle, the British asserted. 

Japanese bombing has slackened 
markedly. Neither side has .had 
much air support for the jungle 
fighting, . since movements of 
troops ahd equipment are almost 
invisible from above. , 

There were radio reports that 
Rangoon, capital of British Bur- 
ma, was bombed again this after- 
noon and a Rangoon communique, 
apparently issued earlier, said that 
British air patrol activity had in- 
creased in the last 24 hours. 

A Batavia communique said that 
Dutch bombing planes had at- 
tacked Japanese landing forces in 
Sarawak, British North Borneo. 
The assault was delivered despite 
bad weather and visibility was so 
poor that results of the attack 
could not be determined. 

Another communique, quoted by 
the news agency Aneta, said that 
scores of persons, including many 
schoolchildren, were killed and 
many more injured in a Japanese 
air raid on the city of Pontianak, 
Dutch West Borneo. 

Hitherto, the Dutch air force 
had concentrated on a moving clus- 
ter of Japanese warships and trans- 
ports off Miri, one of the principal 
cities of Sarawak. Sarawak is the 
domain of the “White Rajah,” Sir 
Charles Vyner Brooke, whose big 
domestic problem in the past has 
been suppression of head-hunting 
among his subjects. . 

Initial Japanese landings in Sara- 
wak, at Miri and Brunei, and pos- 
sibly a third, near Lubong Point, 
appear to have been small scale 
operations, presumably designed 
mainly to gain oil fields. Some of 
installations were destroyed ahead 
of the invaders. 

The Japanese, however, may at- 
tempt to extend occupation of 
North Borneo by seizing air fields 
and by occupying Labuan, island 
harbor off the Northwestern Sara- 
wak coast. There was no confirma- 
tion of a report that Japanese had 
landed at Sandakan, across the 
Northern part of Borneo from La- 
buan Island. 

The Dutch reported .last Satur- 
day that a naval force had liquidat- 
ed a Japanese colony at Sandakan 
which might have turned into a 
“fifth column.” nf

ARMY IN RAWAL 


Maj. Gen.. Short Relin- 
quishes Post Within 24 
Hours After Successor 
Reaches Honolulu. 


By TOM YARBROUGH 


HONOLULU, Dec. 19 (AP). — 
Lieut. Gen. Delos C. Emmons took 
over command of the Hawaiian de- 
partment of the Army today, within 
24 hours of his arrival, and found 
that the blackout was Honolulu’s 
most immediate war intrusion — 
now that the shock of the first raid 


and the change in top commanders 
had largely been absorbed. 

The shift in command was ac- 
complished with the issuance of 
two simple proclamations. One, by 
Maj. Gen, Walter C. Short, relin- 
quished, command of the depart- 
ment. The other, by Emmons, 
placed the department under Em- 
mons’ command. 

Announcement of the change, 
arising from the surprise Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor on Dec. 7, 
was made in Washington this week 
by Secretary of War Stimson. 

The civilian section of this city 
would seem a great deal like any 
peacetime city of a quarter of a 
miHion population were it not for 
the blackout.

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JOTIN NICK RESIGNS} 


BY REQUEST FROM 
UPERATORS’ LOCAL 


Quits When Given Week 
to Do So or Stand Trial 
On Charges of Unbecom- 
ing Conduct. 


John P. Nick has resigned his 
membership in Local 143 of the 
International Alliance of Theatri- 
cal Stage Employes and Moving 
Picture Operators following an 
ultimatum by the union to resign 
or stand trial for conduct unbe- 
coming a member, the Post- 
Dispatch learned today. Nick had 
been a:member of the union for 
about 30 years. 

Nick was given a week by the 
union in which to make up his 
mind. He finally submitted his 
resignation by letter, stating that 
he felt he could not get a fair trial. 
The resignation was accepted at a 
recent meeting of the union at the 
Melbourne Hotel. 

Nick, who still is a member of 
Local 6 of the International Alli- 
ance, composed of stagehands, and 
Clyde A. Weston are scheduled to 
start the new year in prison on 
five-year terms for violating the 
Federal anti-racketeering law. 

The mandate of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, uphold- 
ing their convictions, was received 
Dec. 2 by the Clerk of the United 
States District Court. It requires 
them to surrender within 30 days 
to thé United States Marshal. On 
Nov. 24, the United States Supreme 
Court declined to review an Ap- 
pellate Court decision upholding 
the sentences. 

Nick, who was first vice-presi- 
dent of the International Alliance, 
and Weston, his chief lieutenant, 
obtained $10,000 in 1936 and $6500 
in 1937 from St. Louis theater own- 
ers by making exorbitant wage de- 
mands which were dropped when 
the money was paid.

At first only the island of Hong- 
kong came under British rule; sub- 
sequently various small parts of 
the nearby mainland were ceded 
by China. 

The crown colony consists of 390 
square miles, one of the smallest 
but most important of Britain’s 
far-flung possessions. 

Hongkong island, site of the cap- 
ital, Victoria, is only slightly larger 
than New York City. Its total 
population of about 1,000,000 con- 
sists mainly of Chinese, and of 
these nearly-100,000 live afloat on 
houseboats in the harbor. The 
normal peacetime population in- 
cludes about 20,000 European and 
American residents. 

Typhoon shelters, consisting of 
strong breakwaters, have been 
built in various parts of the har- 
bor to protect lives and shipping. 
In 1906 a typhoon claimed 10,000 
lives. 

In the early years of Japan’s 
war against China, Hongkong be- 
came a refuge for wealthy Chinese 
and headquarters for various Chi- 
nese officials.

‘Enemy Had to Sheer Off.’ 

Knox continued: 

“I say this with considerable con- 
fidence because that assault was 
divided into three attacks. The 
third assault came two hours after 
the first one. With all of the re- 
sources that were left ... we 
were ready, and that attack never 
got home. | 

“It encountered, as it approached 
Pearl Harbor, such a barrage from 


every gun and every ship that the 
enemy planes had to sheer off, and 
not a single torpedo found its mark 
or did the slightest damage to our 
ships or to our equipment ashore.” 

On the other hand, he told the 
midshipmen, “we ought to have 
been on our guard against treach- 
ery. If we had studied Japan's 
record in the war with Russia 


descended upon the Russian fleet 
at a moment when those two na- 
tions were still at peace and de- 
stroyed that fleet without warning 
—if we had studied that and re- 
membered that, we would not have 
been surprised.” 


Notes “Useful Purpose.” 


But the attack did serve a use- 
ful purpose, he continued, because 
it drove homé “with frightful 
force upon the minds of our mili- 
tary leaders the importance of 
guarding against surprise, the 
importance of .never underestimat- 
ing the boldness and resourceful- 
ness of the enemy; and upon the 
civilian population, it drove home 
with a sense of horror the treach- 
ery of the foe we have to de- 
feat. 

“This gave us what we must 
have and now do have, a com- 
pletely united country for the 
prosecution of a war to a success- 
ful conclusion. So out of this af- 
fair of treachery, ultimate good 
comes.” ! 


had an army which until recently 
swept all Europe before it, a large 
and well-trained air force and “a 
very considerable fleet — at pres- 
ent, by far the largest naval force 
in the Western Pacific, where 
most of the sea fighting will be 
done.” 
Victory Inevitable. 


Nevertheless victory would come 
to the United States and its allies 
“eventually and inevitably,” he 
said. 

“It will be ours because, strong 
though our enemies are, we are 
stronger still. The United States is 
the greatest single economié force 
in the world today. With our allies 
we can outproduce the Axis 
powers in all the material of war 
—in planes and in ships, in tanks 
and in guns.” 

In addition to Britain, China and 
Russia, with their vast resources 
and man power, Knox said, the 
smaller nations which had joined 
the Allied front had each “a val- 
uable contribution to make to the 
common cause,” and the under- 
ground activities of the popula- 
tions of occupied areas “has al- 
ready created a new front in the 
heart of conquered Europe.”

ROOSEVELT MEETS 
WITH WAR COUNCIL 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt held a con- 
sultation with his war council yes- 
terday at the White House. Among 
the conferees was Rear Admiral

PORTLAND, Ore., Dec. 19 (AP). 
_They're reducing injuries to high 

wol football players in Portland. 
They—the School Board, Multnom- 
gh County Medical Society and a 
firm of insurance brokers—say they 
have a system unique in the United 
States to halt the economic waste 
of future citizens and point to sta- 
tistics to prove it, 

Three years ago 700 Portland 
poys turned out for football and 
312 were injured. That was the 
svstem’s first year. The next year 
74 boys competed and 196 were 
injured. Last season 932 turned 


owt and 138 were injured, 
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Most schools merely provide in- 
surance to take care of the kids 
after they get their spots knocked 
off on the playing field. Portland 
physicians weren't satisfied. 

The medical society suggested 
that boys be given before-and-after 
game examinations, but wanted it 
arranged so the doctors would be 
paid for it. They also wanted doc- 
tors in attendance at all athletic 
contests. 

All Must Carry Insurance. 

The School Board pondered, ap- 
proved and called in M. S, Bradley, 
its insurance broker, to see what 
could be done. 

The result: All athletes in Port- 
land public schools—3500 strong— 
are required to carry insurance, 
placed by Bradley with commercial

insurance companies. For football 
each player lays $3 on the line for 
F season, All minor sports cost 

The insurance covers medical ex- 
penses, hospitalization, dentistry 
and miscellany to a total of $300 for 
any one injury.’ If the bill is more 
than $300—and it has been only 
once—technically the student is 
supposed to foot it. Actually the 
sponsoring agencies take care of it. 

In three years 15,000 boys have 
been handled without a single total 
disability. 

The system provides pay for doc- 
tors, nurses and hospitals at the 
scale set up by the State Industrial 
Accident Commission. The athletes 
are given free choice of doctors. 

Here’s How It Works. 

The medical society’s backing fs 
so strong that it has set up a re- 
volving committee of*three doctors 
to work with Bradley in handling 
the system. Its judgment is final. 

This is the way it works: 

The Controlling Committee, rep- 
resented by a doctor assigned to 
each game, sees that each player 
is examined before going on the 
field. If he is injured, out of con- 
dtion or otherwise in poor shape, 
he is benched. 

Suppose he is in good shape and 
goes on the field. A play is run 
over him, apparently knocking his 
wind out. Maybe that’s all, maybe 
not—he is yanked until the doctor 
finds out. 

Knee and ankle injuries are most 
frequent in football, particularly 
“trick knees.” The first year the 
system was used, 15 boys had to 
have semi-lunar cartilage removals. 
Last year there were none. 

This, the sponsors say, is because 
a boy who suffers a knee injury 
serious enough to keep him out of 
a game is automatically out for 
the season, simply because such’ 
things can be aggravated by con-

Court Approves Action in 
Which About $35,000,- 
000 Changes Hands, in 
Reorganization Process. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 19 (AP).— 
United States District Judge Vin- 
cent Leibell today approved set- 
tlement of certain claims of the 
trustees of Associated Gas & Elec- 
tric System on Howard C. Hop- 
son and associates in which about 
$35,000,000 changed hands. 

Trustees of the system acquired 
$2,500,000 from the Hopson inter- 
ests and agreed, along with others, 


to call it quits in regard to cer- 
tain other claims, 

The United States Government 
received $6,887,897 covering back 
taxes owed by the system and by 
Hopson individually and in turn 
gave back to the trustees $20,000,- 
000 of Associated Gas System se- 
curities that had been held as col- 
lateral to insure payment of over- 
due taxes. 


$276,190 in back taxes owed by 
the Hopson group and New Eng- 
land Gas & Electric Association 
received $55,000 in cash and $885,- 
149 in its own securities in set- 
tlement of its claims. 

At the same time, the Guaranty 
Trust Co. purchased from the 
trustees certificates amounting to 
$5,000,000 which enabled the 
trustees to pay off the Government 
tax claims. This indebtedness will 
be liquidated when reorganization 
of the complicated system is ef- 
fected. 

Judge Leibell termed the ar- 
rangement “a marvelous and in- 
tricate piece of work” and said 
“the position of the Associated 
System has been improved greatly 
because of it.” 

The settlement was the result of 
three years of negotiation and in- 
vestigation of Hopson and associ- 
ates and the multitude of intri- 
cate corporate setups conceived by 
the founder of the system. Hop- 
son now is serving a five-year 
prison sentence for mail fraud. 
A. G. E. System is one of the 
largest utility systems in the coun- 
try, but has been in receivership 
since early 1940.

HERE is no reason to doubt 
T now that the speeding up of 
the British advance in Libya 
is causing the Axis, particularly 
the Germans, a lot of anxiety. The 
importance which the Germans at- 
tach to developments in’ Libya and 
their possible effect on the whole 
setup in North Africa is shown by 
their endeavors to get land and 
air reinforcements and supplies 
across the Mediterranean. 

In view of German difficulties 
on the Russian front, these en- 
deavors are all the more remarka- 
ble and it can: be truly said that 
the campaign in Libya has become 
a second front which the Germans 
simply cannot ignore.

The Germans might then lose all 
hope of using the French fleet for 
their purposes as well as the hope 
of gaining a military foothold in 
French North Africa. In fact it is 
not improbable that the Germans 
may try to move suddenly and fast 
in Spain and North Africa in the 
near future to forestall any revi-) 
sion of attitude on the part of the 
French. 


Nazi Concentrations. 


Reports reaching here from Tur- 
key speak of 12 German divisions 
on the French Spanish frontier as 
well as considerable “tourist” traf- 
fic from the continent to Africa. 

Generalissimo Francisco Fran- 
co’s Spain is definitely pro-Axis 
and has contributed Spanish man 
power to help the Germans on the 
Russian front whereas Portugal's 
neutrality is no more a barrier to 
German invasion than the neutrali- 
ty of most other States.

Guerrilla war is not new, nor is 
the scorched earth policy new, but 
the Soviet pattern which corre- 
lates army, industry and civilians 
into one closed fist against the 
enemy is new in military history. 
Marshal Tukhachevsky, executed 
three years ago for high treason, 
didn’t approve of the strategy; he 
inherited the traditional ideas of 
the Russian tsardom and German 
Reichswehr, and was convinced 
that, in a show-down, the Germans 
would win. That was why he con- 
spired to sell the Ukraine to Hit- 
ler in return for the “independence” 
of the rest of Russia—the treason 
for which he was court-martialed. 


Nazi Military Preponderance. 


American military experts who 
last June agreed with Hitler and 
Tukhachevsky that the Germans 
would swiftly win, reasoned from 


definite military facts. Hitler had/ 


the steel production of Europe — 
some 650,000,000 tons — to the 
Soviets’. presumable 20,000,000. 
Hitler had superiority in steel 
products, from tanks to munitions; 
he had taken over all Eufope as a 
going concern, from Czech war 
supplies adequate to equip 1,500,- 
000 soldiers to 400 new planes 
picked up on a Paris field. 


Hitler, if he was willing to take 
the risk, had e _ . a possible pre- 
ponderance of man power. The 
190,000,000 Soviet population could 
normally release not much .more 
than 5 per cent—10,000,000 armed 
men—for the actual front. But 
Hitler, with 300,000,000 people of 
occupied Europe producing for his 
war. machine, could release up to 
15 per cerit of the 80,000,000 Ger- 
mans and Austrians for fighting— 


It was this strategy, revealed in 
Moscow to Harry Hopkins, that caused him later in Washington to

an army of 15,000,000 including 
Hungarians, Rumanians and Finns. 
The risk was that disproportion- 
ately high casualty lists might un- 
dermine the German people; if a 
crash came, it might be quick. 


Stalin’s Strategy. 


Hitler’s superior striking power 
carried the German onslaught 
across important distances of 
Soviet territory and encouraged the 
experts’ view that the Germans 
would win. The Soviet high com- 
mand estimated this German strik- 
ing power in the first week of war 
and devised a counterstrategy an- 
nounced by Stalin on the tenth day. 

Soviet strategy caHed for a slow, 
hard-fought retreat by the Red 
Army, selling territory and cities 
at the highest possible price; for 
evacuation or destruction of indus- 
trial plants and raw materials so 
that Germans could not cash the 
lands they won; and for a sacri- 
ficial civilian war in the German 
rear. It combined geography, sabo- 
tage and battle in correlated action 
to exhaust German supplies to the 
point where the Red Army might 
win. 

The Red Army’s slow retreat 
across more than a thousand miles 
of territory required exceptional- 
ly high morale. Such a retreat is 
the hardest test known to armies. 
The Red Army met the test, sold 
territory dearly and reformed its 
lines again and again.- Encircled 
Red troops even fought on in de- 
fiance of military custom, exasper- 
ating the Germans by the bloody 
price still exacted for ground that 
was technically won.

Our Bill of Rights, with two excep- 
tions, is in substance taken from the Bill 
of Rights passed by the English Parlia- 
ment in the reign of William and Mary, 


CONGRESS AND THE DRAFT. | 
Secretary of War Stimson has announced that 
the Army will shortly begin to rely entirely on the 
selective service for its increase in personnel, that 
voluntary enlistments will be halted as soon as “the 
present rush subsides.” 

As the nation buckles down in earnest to the job 
of raising an army sufficient for whatever needs 
may arise, this is a wise and practical step. It 
immediately places on a methodical basis the whole 
business of increasing the country’s armed forces. 
It insures that men now giving veluable service in 
defense industry will remain at their lathes and 
machines. It heads off the creation of any differ- 
entiation in patriotism between volunteers and 
drafted men. 

This method was urged by President Wilson in his 
war message of April 2, 1917, but not adopted in 
World War I until Dec. 15, 1917, The fact that 
the decision to rely on conscription exclusively has 
been reached within a few days after the country 
was forced into World War II indicates that Wash- 
ington is utilizing the lessons of the past. 

Meanwhile, however, the hard-won lessons of the 
past have proved unacceptable to the House of Repre- 
sentatives. In the First World War, the draft age 
was lowered to 18. This time the President, the Sec- 
retary of War, the Chief of Staff and the Selective 
Service Administrator urged a reduction in the age 
limit to 19, but the House refused to approve this 
step. The Senate approved it yesterday, 79 to 2, and 
today a conference committee of the two houses 
agreed on age 20 as a compromise. 

Before the Axis powers declared war on the 
United States, there were good reasons for starting 
selective service at age 21. The pool of man power 
from 21 to 35 inclusive was considered large enough 
for the needs of peacetime preparedness. Also, there 
was disinclination to draft young men who were 
below voting age. 

Both these reasons are altered by the fact that 
the dictators have now made war upon our country. 
No man can tell today how large an army may be 
needed to fight this war to a successful finish. The 
existence of war creates a duty for every citizen, 
regardless of age. Obviously, a larger draft list is 
needed, particularly if the recruiting offices are 
to be closed. Whether lowering the draft age only 
one year produces a large enough’ draft list, or 
whether the President will again have to ask Con- 
gress later to reduce the age limit, cannot now be 
foretold. 3 

The necessity of learning the exact size and abili- 
ties of America’s man power is the reason for the 
bill calling for registration of all men from 18 
through 64, This has been approved by both houses 
of Congress, but strangely enough, the House refused 
to vote the lower draft age. . 

The draft age in wartime is, in reality, a matter 
of military policy more than a legislative or political 
problem. Congress cannot know the necessities of 
the country’s defense as well as they are known 
by the trained military leaders to whom that de- 
fense is intrusted. The need for more men is shown 
by the fact that plans to draft married registrants 
whose wives are self-supporting were announced yes- 
terday. 

To judge by the current wave of volunteering among 
the 19- and 20-year-olds, young men of this age are 
eager to serve their country. To make up for the 
age-19 group considered necessary by War Depart- 
ment officials, and now ruled out by the terms of 
the House-Senate compromise, there must be heavier 
inductions of older men, who may have responsible 
duties in industry, 

It was clear that the House would not accept the 
President’s suggestion for lowering the draft age 
to 19, so the administration encouraged the compro- 
mise on agé 20 as the only means of getting any sort 
of reduction. 

It is the preroagtive of Congress to overrule the 
President, and to refuse to accept the word of the 
specialists who advised him, whenever it wishes to 
do so. Probably there will be no serious conse- 
quences from this partial setback to the War Depart- 
ment’s draft program. It would be a dangerous mat- 
ter, however, for Congress now to begin a policy of 
setting itself up as a super-board of strategy, to veto 
the plans of military men for winning the war. 
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THE GOLF BALL’S FUTURE.

HE WAS THE FATHER OF THE BILL OF RIGHTS. 

Our letter column today contains a communica- 
tion from a reader who objects to our description 
of George Mason asthe “father of the Bill of Rights.”

AMAZING SALE OF THE BINGHAM PAINTINGS. 

The directors of the Mercantile Library of St. 
Louis have done an amazing and distressing thing 
in selling to an unknown purchaser two of George 
Caleb Bingham’s best-known paintings, “Stump 
Speaking” and “The Verdict of the’ People.” 

Grant the legal right of the directors to sell. the 
pictures. They have no moral right whatever to 
dispose of these important cultural records of the 
Missouri frontier democracy in. this offhand, almost 
irresponsible way. Bingham and his pictorial his- 
tory belong to Missouri, They are a part of the 
State’s cultural heritage. Nowhere should this. be 
more evident than at meetings of the directors of 
the Mercantile Library, for the paintings which have

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HANGARS AT HICKAM FIELD. 

Our airplane hangers at Hickam Field, as pictures 
of the damage dealt them show, were fine targets. 
Big, roomy and conspicuously above ground, they 
should have been as hard to hit as the side of a 
barn. The Japs made the most of this advantage. 
Roofs and sides of the airplane shelters were thor- 
oughly blown in, dar-aging the planes inside, pre- 
sumably, as well as the hangars themselves.

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IS McKELLAR BIGGER THAN THE GOVERNMENT? 

The United States Government wants to build a 
dam on the French Broad River in Tennessee. The 
Government wants to build the Douglas Dam there 
because it is a natural site in the TVA development 
which can be producing vital power for the bomber 
program by 1943. : 

The. site and the project afe so important that 
President Roosevelt himself has appealed for im- 
mediate action in Congress on necessary legislation.

Part of ‘Xe McKellar strategy is, 
while opposing the Douglas Dam, to load up the 
bill with proposals for dams which the defense and 
war administrators do not want. :

Last war's hysteria is displaced by grim resolve this time, speaker 
says, so we have no banning of “enemy” music and art; urges cul- 
tural pursuits continue, not be consigned to decay as in Axis coun- 
tries; our duty to guard master works, no matter who created them. 


From Intermission Commentary by Deems Taylor, Composer and Music Critic, 
on Last Sunday’s Broadcast of New York Philharmonic Concert. 


EOPLE say that a democracy is at a 
P disadvantage in a war—as if that were a 

reproach. Of course it’s at a disadvan- 
tage, at the outbreak of a war, at any 
rate, particularly of an unprovoked and 
undeclared war. But I rather think that 
disadvantage—and don’t forget that it’s only 
an initial one—is something to be proud of. 
For it is a result of the hopelessly diver- 
gent points of view of democracy and totali- 
tarianism. . 

To a totalitarian country, peace is merely 
a breathing space between wars. To a demo- 
cratic country, war is a tragic interruption- 
tion to an existence that is normally a 
peaceable one. 

Now, this difference in outlook is one that 
we ought to insist upon, and be very careful 
to maintain. To the citizens, subjects, vic- 
tims, whatever you want to call them, of 
Messrs. Hitler, Mussolini or Hirohito, life 


has become something to be lived on a com- 


pletely material plane. If they may be said 
to have any ideals, their main one is to be 
big and tough ard important; to be, not re- 
spected or admired, but feared. That’s not a 
new ambition. It antedates civilization by 


several million years. 
+ + * 


Hitler has been in power for eight years; 
Mussolini for 19, So far as I know, not one 
first-rate piece of music, of literature, of 
painting and sculpture, of philosophy (Dr. 
Goebbels excepted, of course), of anything 
that you would expect a civilized regime to 
produce, has come from any Italian or Ger- 
man who is not a refugee. 

Concerning Japan, I can’t speak with 
much authority. Its way of life is so ut- 
terly alien to ours, and as a nation it has 
always been so completely imitative, that 
most of our cultural contacts have been 
in the form of Japanese copies of Chinese 
or Western originals. Perhaps Japan’s most 
notable contribution to world culture during 
the past few years has been the invention 
of imitation Swedish matches that don’t 
strike. 

These things being so, it is highly im- 


portant that we keep our cultural life go-' 


ing, that we work at it as well as defend 
it. Looking back at the last war, I remem- 
ber that, particularly during its first few 
months, a certain number of people seemed 


to feel that painting pictures, and compos- 


ing music, and writ poems and stories, 
except warlike ones, going to concerts apd 
theaters and motion picture h thi 
these things were inconsistent with our war 
effort, were too frivolous for a nation at 
war. We got over that attitude; and I hope 
we don’t get into it again, we es 
England has shown us that we don’t need.

In Europe Tells Grim Story

“Scum of the Earth,” by Arthur Koestler, 

Macmillan Co., New York.) 

HE scum of the earth that Arthur 

Koestler writes about are the refugees 
and aliens rounded up in France and other 
European countries and placed in prisons 
and concentration camps—called scum and 
treated as such, though they had been pio 
neers in the fight for civilization and de 
fenders of liberty. 

Koestler, born in Budapest of a Hun 
garian father and a Viennese mother, be 
came a journalist and wrote the novel, 
“Darkness at Noon.” He tells in this book 
of his experiences from August, 1939, when 
he was arrested in Paris, to the late autumn 
of 1940, when, after enduring about every- 
thing reserved for “the scum of the earth,” 
he finally succeeded in reaching England, 
where he became a private in the British 
Army.

Koestler’s experiences in concentration 
camps caused him to think that they ex- 
tended over the greater part of the Conti 
nent’s surface. He spent more or less time 
in many of them, including the worst one in 
France, Le Vernet. The severities inflicted 
upon him and other prisoners in the camps 
and the sufferings that they endured, 4s 
described by him in the book, are almost 
beyond belief.

MEDICAL SCHOOL PLAN 
FORA YEARS WORK IN 


Washington and St. Louis U. 
Expected to Make Change 
to Meet War Needs. 


The medical schools of Wash- 
ington and St. Louis Universities 
probably will adopt the plan of 
the American Association of Medi- 
cal Colleges, ‘announced today, to 
telescope the medital course into 
three years of study. 


Dean Philip A. Shaffer of the 
Washington University School of 
Medicine, said he thought it likely 
a definite decision to adopt the 
plan would be made in a series of 
meetings now being held by the 
faculty and members of the univer- 
sity corporation. 

Dean Alphonse M. Schwitalla, 
S. J., of St. Louis University School 
of Medicine, said it undoubtedly 
would conform to the plan of the 
association. 

St. Louis University had already 
decided, Father Schwitalla said, 
that the present junior class would 
attend school next summer and be 
graduated the following February, 
instead of June. That proposal was 
approved, he said, by 90 per cent 
of the class. 

As announced in New York by 
Dr. Willard C. Rappleye, chairman 
of the preparedness committee of 
the association, 76 recognized medi- 
cal schools have arranged to begin 
next July 1 the courses which 
would ordinarily start in Septem- 
ber or October. Vacations will be 
cut. to a minimum, so that the 
schools will operate on a 12-month 
basis throughout the year. 

This will enable students to com- 
plete in three years the studies 
which have been taken over a 


timated 5000 more physicians 
would be graduated in the next 
three years than heretofore. 
“Under the plan,” Dr. Rappleye 
said, “there will be no reduction 
in the standards of instruction or 
the content of the medical course, 
but the four-year program will be 
condensed into approximately three 
calendar years. 

“The acceleration of the medical

$5,000,000 Gift. 


Ok., Dec. 19 (AP). — 
Waite Phillips, Tulsa oil man and 
philanthropist, has given his 23- 
story Philtower Building in down- 
town Tulsa and 91,538 acres of his 
Philmont Ranch in New Mexico to 
the Boy Scouts of America. 

The two properties have an esti- 
mated total value in excess of 
$5,000,000. 

The Philtower is one of Tulsa’s 
largest buildings. The ranch, near 
Cimarron, N. M., has a 28-room, 
14-bath main ranch house, a score 
of camps and lodges, 10 big diver- 
sion dams, 200 miles of developed 
trails, its own airport and railroad 
spur and 100 ranch hands. 

Of his 250,000-acre New Mexico 
ranch, Phillips, in 1938, had given 
the Boy Scouts 35,857 acres, which 
was known as the Philturn Rocky 
Mountain Scout Camp. He re- 
tains 130,000 acres of undeveloped 
grazing lands. 

“In viewing conditions today,” 
Phillips said in a statement yes- 
terday, “I am impressed with the 
responsibility of this generation to 
adequately train its youth—phys- 


ically, mentally and morally—to 
meet the problems they must face 
in the future. 

“In my opinion, there is noth- 
ing more valuable to this genera- 
tion than the enlargement of the 
scouting program, which develops 
initiative, self-reliance and, depend- 
ability. It always has been my be- 
lief that the best contribution to 
that kind of development is by 
living elose to nature and through 
learning to live in the great out- 
of-doors.” 

In accepting the gifts, Walter 
W. Head of St. Louis, president of 
the Boy Scouts, said in New York:

But there was strenuous opposi- 
tion from higher up to anything 
that was unorthodox in undersea 
warfare, according to Mayers, al- 
though “we suspected that the 
Japanese, who it was known had 
searched the patent files for infor- 
mation about small supmarines, 
‘might be the first in the field.” 

Mayers and his disciples ran into 
this same stumbling block in all 
their proposals, since “those in 
supreme control were definitely 
against taking the initiative, be- 
lieving we would have ample time 
to catch up after others had shown 
the way.” 

This feeling led to the abandon- 
jing of two other plans—conver- 
sion of a cruiser into a submarine 
carrier and conversion of a big 
submarine into a baby submarine 
carrier. Mayers’ theory was that 
the surface carriers would drop 
the submarines as they fled from 
pursuing ships and thus lay a per- 
fect trap; the underwater carriers 
could serve as bases for the baby 
submarines after transporting 
them to a distant scene of action 
where the tiny vessels could oper- 
ate more efficiently than larger 
ones. ‘ 

Taking up the problems of mak- 
ing and of resisting a landing on 
a coast, Mayers ‘says; “In the art 
of submarine-aircraft co-operation, 
on the high seas as well as for 
coastal operation, we are just on 
the threshold of many interesting 
developments.” After telling how 
combined maneuvers in 1925 off 
the Dorsetshire coast showed “that 
we did not have the right equip- 
ment to land troops successfully 
ashore in the face of enemy air 
superiority,”. Mayers discusses 
Singapore. 

“We had embarked on the con- 
struction of a great naval base at 
Singapore. Some day that base 
Was going to be attacked. An 
enemy coming down the Asiatic 
coast would need strong aircraft 
support for his infantry. Air bases, 
especially in the tropics, may not 
be available. Would the enemy 
come down with barge type air- 
dromes which could be constructed 
cheaply and, drawing only about 
three to four feet of water, be dif- 
ficult to sink?

NAZIS LURE SOVIET 
PEASANTS TO TOWN, 
TAKE THEIR SLEIGHS 


Horses Also Seized When Rus- 
sians Drive in After Promise 
of Free Salt. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 19 (AP).—The 
Germans, falling back in Russia, 
have taxed their wits to gain all 
sorts of transport, including horses 
and sleighs, according to a state- 


ment issued today by the Soviet 
Information Bureau. 

At one town, the statement said, 
the Nazis announced that salt 
would be distributed free. Peas- 
ants drove their sleighs into town 
from miles around to get their 
share. 

“When many peasants had gath- 
ered in the town the Hitlerite 
scoundrels threw a cordon around 
it and took away from the peas- 
ants all their horses and sleighs,” 
the bureau related. “The Germans 
shot on the spot all the peasants 
who protested.” 

In all the towns and villages of 
the Smolensk region, the bureau 
said, the Nazis took from the people 
all. pillows, feather. mattresses and 
warm clothing. The victims. are 
marooned in their own homes be- 
cause they lack warm clothing.

is the report of increased num- 
bers of German troops in Italy. 
Conceivably they are passing 
through to bolster the Axis’ crum- 
bling front in Libya, but in view 
of the big losses that the Axis 
is suffering in the Mediterranean 
it is not impossible that the 
Germans will try to reinforce 
Libya through Tunisia if they 
can, 

It is certain that Gen, Erwin 
Rommel’s appeals for reinforce- 
ments are being taken seriously by 
the German high command. The 
Luftwaffe has diverted some of ifs 
strength to Libya. This it prob- 
ably can afford to do because of 
weather conditions in northern 
Europe. On the other hand, the 
Germans have been flying their 
JU-52 transport planes across the 
Mediterranean — an effort which 
can be taken as significant in 
view of the German adversities on 
the Russia front. 

The Royal Air Force has taken 
a serious toll of German troop- 
carrying planes in the air over 
the Mediterranean, on Libyan air- 
fields, on Sicilian airdromes. The 
R. A. F. has found it worthwhile 
lately to bomb railroad stations in 
southern Italy. The Royal Navy 
continues to find Axis targets in 
the central Mediterranean. 


Axis Fuel Problem. 


More serious for the Axis than 
the problem of man power in 
Libya is the question of fuel sup- 
plies. The advancing British have 
destroyed and captured a number 
of important Axis fuel dumps in 
eastern Cirenaica. The R. A, F. 
has destroyed others in Libya and 
in Italy and tankers at sea. The 
British Navy has scored against 
enemy tankers. 

German tanks in Libya burn gas- 
oline, not Diesel oil. Planes burn 
gasoline. Trucks burn both heavy 
oil and gasoline. The war of the 
desert is a war.of movement, that 
is, it was really a war of move- 
ment for the first two weeks of 
the offensive—full of surprises, 
bold long-distance thrusts and at- 
tacks in the rear by the Axis. That 
was when they had fuel to spare. 
Since then lack of fuel has limited 
Axis mobility and they have been 
compelled to maintain a tangible 
sort of front. 

Libya is a lot of territory; dis- 
tances are great and so is the 
drain on fuel. On the map the 
British advance so far does not 
look Jike much. But as far as the 
British are concerned, it is not the 
distance that matters so much as 
what is in the way. For a month 
they have been pounding at what 
is in the way. Now their efforts 
are beginning to show results. 
That is what is worrying the Ger- 
mans.

The terrific cost of all this to 
the civilian population was in- 
creased by Stalin’s demand for 
civilian warfare in the area taken 
by the Germans. The horrors of a 
“People’s War” thus initiated can- 
not be grasped in terms of any of 
modern Europe’s battles. In West- 
ern Europe some of the armies 
fought, but the civilians submitted 
to the victor; the majority of the 
conquered people thus retained 
their lives and even to some extent 
their property at the cost of po 
litical slavery. 

The Soviet people chose death by 
torture rather than life under the 
Nazi heel. The Germans treated 
civilian fighters as outlaws. They 
slaughtered women and children 
in reprisal for the ambushed kill- 
ing of German troops. They tor- 
tured to death old men of 60 and 
even boys of 12 in the effort to 
make them tell the hiding places 
of “outlaw” bands in which their 
sons or fathers served. The only 
European populations that suf- 
fered: at all similarly were the 
Poles and Serbs. 

The Nazi’s disdain of the com- 
mon man and their reliance on 
“leader-dictatorship” precluded 
their even envisaging a “People’s 
War,” in which a whole population 
would engage in acts of suicidal 
herbism which no leader was pres- 
ent to enforce. That was where 
Hitler miscalculated; his attack on 
Russia was not insane but based 
on military data which gave him 
a good chance of winning. But the 
Russian people decided otherwise. 

Stalin staked all on the faith 
that the Red Army could retreat 
and reform for months and for a 
thousand miles without losing con- 
fidence in victory; that Soviet 
workers would work 24 hours a 
day to beat the enemy; that Soviet 
men, women and children were 
sufficiently devoted to their way 
of living to accept torture and 
death rather than Nazi slavery. 
He organized a strategy to use 
these total capacities. His esti- 
mate seems proving *true today,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP).— 
The Bureau cf Agricultural Eco- 


nomics, in a forecast for 1942, said | 


today that production of manufac- 


tured and processed goods for the 
war effort of the United States 
and its Allies would be double that 
of 1941. 

At least a third of the output, it 
said, will be war materials, com- 
pared with 10 per cent in 1940. 
Other forecasts for the’ new year 
included: 

Labor troubles will diminish. 

The amount of overtime work 
will increase, and additional shifts 
will be more fully’ utilized. 

Increased output of some com- 
modities, such as lead and copper, 
may he obtained by subsidizing 
marginal and submarginal produc- 
ers. 

Government buying of food for 
Great Britain will be expanded,

The bureau expects consumer 
demand for products to be reduced, 
despite an increase in consumer 
income, by greater restrictions on 
normal economic activities and by 
rising taxes. 


The bureau said gains in in- 
dustrial production would continue 
to be limited by shortages of raw 
materials and the high rates of 
operation which already have been 
reached in many lines. 


It may be necessary to convert 
many small industrial plants from 
production of civilian goods to that 
of war equipment, though such 
utilization is relatively inefficient, 
the bureau predicted.

Curtailment of production of 
such civilian goods as automobiles, 
household equipment and resi- 
dences, the bureau said, would 
tend to increase the proportion/ of 
funds available for food, clothing 
and amusements.

It added that new taxes might 
result in lowering net money in- 
comes of the higher income 
groups but that lower income 
groups would be little affected.

John A. Bourg, recording secre- 


tary of the local union of the AFL 
International Association of Fire- 


fighters and a central figure in.

As conse- 
quence of the grand jury’s investi- 
gation of the fund, which he said 
was raised for “expenses” inn sup- 
port of a firemen’s pension bill, 
Bourg subsequently resigned from 
the fire department rather than 
“embarrass” his colleagues by giv- 
ing Mayor William.

‘WASHINGTON, Dee. 19 (AP).— 
The House passed and sent to the 
Senate today a_ $512,000,000 addi- 
tiohal defense appropriation _ bill 
carrying funds for a vast expan- 
sion of defense housing and to pro- 
vide emergency food reserves for 
Hawaii's civil population. 

Of the total, {000,000 was ear- 
marked for the construction of ap- 
proximately 65,000 defense houses 


‘and $150,000,000 for health clinics, 


recreational centers, hospitals, 
schools, etc., for defense communi- 
ties. 

A fund of $85,000,000 was. :recom- 
mended to furnish agricultural and 
other commodities for the civilian 
populations of the nation’s terri-

Wipe in a brisk patting motion to 
encourage skin stimulation. Slap 
beneath the chin with the backs 
of the hands after it has been 
wiped with chilled witch hazel. 

For corrective chin work (if your 
chin looks a little flabby) firmly 
pinch the flesh between your 
thumb and first fingers, beginning 
under the chin in the center and 
working back along the jawbone to 
the ear, and then down over the 
jawbone to the chin’s point. Do 
the same on both sides. 

Then make a small “O” with 
your mouth, and firmly pat your 
cheeks from base to eyeline.

Author’ s Widow is Here to Renovate Grand Theater: For. Presentation of Play

RS. CLARENCE DAY JR. of 

New York and Cape Cod, 

‘widow of the eminent author, 
mother of a 10-year-old girl, mem- 
ber of a New England family, and 
a graduate of Radcliffe College, is 
in- town, doing some stripping at 
the Grand Theater this week. 
Don’t raise. your eyebrows and 
drop your jaws too much, however. 
‘Mrs. Day’s stripping is strictly 
proper. As technical adviser for 
the play, “Life With Father,” 
which was adapted’ from her late 
husband’s book, her duties consist 
of stripping away old paint, 
plaster, and pictures, and, in gen- 
eral, supervising the renovating in 
front and backstage of the Grand 
Theater, which is making a change 
from leg to legitimate entertain- 
ment, and where “Life With Fa- 
ther” will appear, starting Jan. 1. 

“My job as ‘technical adviser 
means, as nearly as I can figure 
out, that I’m sort of handy man, 
ready to do anything that comes 
along,” Mrs. Day told us. “At 
first it meant that I was to super- 
vise the script, choose people for 
the cast and have a veto on cos- 
tumes, scenery, furniture, and that 
kind of thing, to make sure it was 
in good taste and conformed to a 
home of that time. After all, this 
is about a living family and when 
you put them.on the stage you 
have to do them justice. 

“It never dawned.on me that I'd 
ever work around the theater, I 
drifted into it gradually, after I 
became technical adviser. Some 
one would be too busy to do some- 
thing and they’d ask me to do it, 
and little by little I assumed more 
duties, since I was the person most 
vitally. interested in the play, and 
since there are some things a 
woman can attend to best.” 


In retrospect, it was perfectly 


natural for Mrs. Day to have a 


hand in the actual producing of 
the play,. since she assisted her 
husband, who was bedridden most 
of his life, with the writing of the 
books, “Life With Father,” “Life 
With Mother” and “God and My 
Father,” all based on life in the 
Day household in the golden age 
of the family, the era of brown- 
stone fronts, pet poodles and rub- 
ber plants. Writing of the books 
was a lively affair, since Clarence 
Day’s brothers, 


whom figure in the play, kept con- 
tributing remembered incidents 
and details and none of them re- 
membered them in exactly the same 
way. 

“There were always letters going 
back and forth,” Mrs, Day said, 
“as they argued over details and 
brought up little happenings. One 
of them would remind Clarence 


how they used to steal cakes off 


the tea table, and another would 
recall how they used to slide down 
the banisters, and so on.”

ITH the success of “Life With 
W rretner’ there was much pub- 

lic interest in the Day family, 
past and present. 

“There were even a lot of ro- 
mantic stories about how Clarence 
and I met,” Mrs. Day said, “and 
the most frequently repeated is 
the one that I consider the dullest, 
that I met him while I was work- 
ing as a librarian. I never was a 
librarian, although I had charge of 
the fine arts department at the 
Boston Athenaeum, We met in 
the most completely simple way 
possible. A friend of mine gave 
me a letter of introduction to him 
when I went to New York. He 
sent me a book and I wrote a note 
of thanks and somehow a corre- 
spondence arose.” 


One of the amusing sidelights on 
the “Life With Father” series is 
that these chronicles of an Ameri- 
can family were not only best sell-

languages and are even used to 
teach English in Russia. 


“Which has always amused me,”

other purposes.” ’ 

“T’ve gotten to be so fond of the 
entire cast and all the children and 
mothers that I couldn’t ask them 
to work in any place that I 


hadn’t inspected first,” she ex- 
plained. “The play being an in- 
timate family play, if they aren’t 
comfortable and at home, the play 
doesn't seem at home. 

“Renovating a theater is like 
moving into an old house; you 
never know who has lived there 
before, I like older theaters niyself, 


they have more of the feeling of 


make-believe, and many of the 
older theaters are really beautiful 
and have fine acoustics. Even the 
most dismal ones change with a 
little paint and light, when the 
brass is polished and the chande- 
liers cleaned.,. 


“What I'll do at the Grand is 
to see that the walls are painted, 
that the plastering is in good con- 
dition, that it’s comfortable back- 
stage, and that the lobby looks 
dignified. Chairs will be covered 
and carpeting put down, and, of 
course, any peculiar pictures will 
be removed.” 

Recalling visits to the Grand 
Theater when the feature attrac- 
tion was life in the raw rather 
than life with father, we expressed 
a hope that no girlie show ghosts, 
no scantily-clad specters would 
hover about after the renovation. 

“Well, that’s what I’m here for,” 
Mrs. Day said firmly, “to strip 
the Grand of any ghosts. Even if 
there are a few,” she chuckled, “at 
least the ghosts will be unencum- 
bered.”

‘Sure Things’ 
Very Rare in 
Bridge Game

HERE are very few “sure 
things” in bridge. The player 
who is afraid to double because 
the opponents might possibly es- 
cape into a better suit sacrifices 
countless opportunities to his

A study of West's consistent pass- 
ing in relation to his powerful hold- 
ing reveals a striking lack of de- 
cisiveness. It is obvious (and, in- 
deed, West admitted the fact later) 
that over one spade he passed as a 
trap, waiting for a slightly higher 
contract. This was sound tactics. 
But surely West’s hand was just as 
powerful against two hearts as it 
would have been against two 
spades. West explained that he 
had refrained from doubling two 
hearts because of North’s club bid, 
and the thought that the opponents 
probably could find a haven in that 
suit. 

This sort of argument holds no 
water. When a player is prepared 
to double three suits and when, in 
addition, there is no evidence that 
the opponents fit well in the fourth 
suit, he is absurdly cautious if he 
holds back a double. In this case 


West had tremendous power 
against spades, hearts and dia- 
monds. South had'‘shown no club 


fit, and, indeed, since he had bid 
two suits the presumption was that 
he could not have many clubs. It 
is logical to refuse to double when 
the opponents bid the only suit that 
you can “take care of,” especially 
when you have not yet heard from 
your own partner and cannot count 
him for any values. Thus, there 
would have been no excuse for 
East to double the two club bid 
éven if such a double cowld have 
been understood by partner as an 
intended penalty double. (Actually, 
it would be a take-out double.) 

West’s extreme caution cost his 
side many points. Playing this 
complete misfit, South could not 
avoid the loss of three spade tricks, 
two hearts, a diamond, and a club. 
(East had to sacrifice a trump 
trick in order to get the trumps 
out. of dummy and thus prevent 
spade ruffing.) The contract being 
down two tricks, the defenders col- 
lected 200 points instead of 500. 
This was not a tremendous differ- 
ence, but a few of these lost oppor- 
tunities at each session are suffi- 
cient to swing a player’s score from 
the plus to the minus column,
